NEMLA  members  Linda  Solow  (MIT)  and  Kathleen  Moretto  (Yale)  were  front  page 
headllners  in  the  May- June  1980  issue  of  the  Music  Library  Association  Newsletter: 
Solow  as  recipient  of  the  1979  H.  W.  Wilson  Indexing  Award,  and  Moretto  as  winner 
of  a  CLR  internship  for  1980-81.   (But   "You  read  it  first!"  in  the  June  NEMLA 
Newsletter!) 

Solow  won  the  prestigious  Wilson  award  for  her  index  of  David  Epstein's  Beyond 
Orpheus  (MIT  Press,  1979).  In  presenting  the  award,  the  committee  praised  Solow  as 
a  "highly  skilled  indexer"  and  one  who  brought  "authority  and  confidence  to  her  task." 

Moretto  is  one  of  five  librarians  nationwide  chosen  to  participate  in  the 
Council  on  Library  Resources  Academic  Library  Management  Intern  Program  for  1980-81. 
She  will  be  spending  her  internship  working  with  the  director  and  senior  administrative 
staff  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill.

*$   GLEANINGS  FROM  THE  PRESS  £* 

COPYRIGHT The  Music  Publishers  Association  MPA  Newsletter  #3,  June  1980  reports 

a  copyright  infringement  suit  being  brought  against  Longwood  College  in  Farmville,  VA 
by  Theodore  Presser,  Oxford  University  Press  and  Novello  &  Co,  Ltd.   The  suit  seeks 
damages  of  $50,000  plus  court  and  attorney  fees  for  each  of  five  musical  works  alleged 
to  have  been  illegally  photocopied  under  the  new  copyright  law.   The  alleged  infringement 
consisted  of  unauthorized  photo-duplication  of  copies  for  distribution  to  students  in 
1979.   The  Association  reminds  us  that  "The  United  States  Copyright  Law — A  Guide  for 
Music  Educators"  is  available  free  of  charge  from  MPA,  130  W.  57th  St.,  New  York,  NY 
10019. 

MINI-UNION  CATALOGS are  the  subject  of  an  article  by  J.  Carlyle  Parker,  California 

State  College,  Stanislaus,  appearing  in  Library  Journal  for  May  15,  1980.   Parker's 
article  is  a  "how-to"  guide  to  compiling  joint  local  indexes  to  holdings  in  subject 
anthology  indexes  like  Songs  in  Collections  and  Popular  Song  Index.   According  to 
Parker,  the  simple-to-produce  minis  "have  dramatically  increased  the  accessibility  of 
indexed  biographies,  reproductions,  songs,  poems  and  speeches"  for  participating 
libraries  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley. 

AACR2 Notes  on  Library  of  Congress  rule  interpretations  based  on  the  joint 

LC/RTSD  AACR2  Institute  held  in  Washington  DC  last  May  are  published  in  the  RTSD 
Newsletter  vol.5  no. 4,  July/August  1980.   The  information  published  attempts  not  to 
duplicate  material  published  elsewhere.   While  some  of  the  music  interpretations  have 
been  corrected  and  updated  by  later  rulings  since  published  in  the  Music  Cataloging 
Bulletin,  two  sections  of  the  article  remain  of  particular  interest:   that  on 
transcription  of  parallel  title  information  for  music,  and  an  explication  of  LC's 
intended  policy  for  the  cataloging  of  microforms. 

Also  reported  in  the  NELINET  Liaison:   A  Manual  of  AACR2  Examples:   Music,  compiled 
by  Phil  Mannie  and  edited  by  Edward  Swanson,  is  one  of  a  series  of  manuals  prepared 
for  use  in  Minnesota  workshops  and  available  from  Soldier  Creek  Press,  Box  863,  Lake 
Crystal,  MN  56055  (price  unknown).
